NEWBURGH. N.Y. (AP)—New­ 
burgh's city adm inistration may 
hav e lost the welfare battle but 
it claims to hav e won the ^hr. 
A year ago today, this historic 
Hudson riv erfront city of 31.000 
instituted its much-debated plan 
to cut welfare costs by trimming 
the roils of frauds, chiselers, re­ 
peating unwed mothers, and able 
bodied men. 
Federal and state welfare offi­ 
cials joined 
with priv ate social 
organizations, 
religious 
leaders 
arid other groups in blasting tile 
Newburgh approach. 
Many other national figures and 
organizations supported it. Among 
them were Sen. Barry Gold v a tor, 
R-Ariz., and Sen. John Tower, R- 
Texas. 
Twelv e of the 13 points were 
ultimately thrown out of court. 
But 
back ers 
of 
the 
program 
now say its 
ob j e c t i v 
e was 
achiev ed through a series of 
re­ 
fo rms in the city welfare dep art­ 
ment, that costs are decreasing 
and that rolls hav e largely been 
purged of the undeserv ing. 
The prime mov er for the New­ 
burgh plan was its 
author, Jo­ 
seph McDowell Mitchell, the 39 - 
year-old city manager. 
As Mitchell

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BULLDOZED HISTORY 
The cities and to wns o f America are no t 
o nly spreading o ut, but their faces are 
changing. They .are taking o n a new lo o k 
co mpo unded o f glass, steel and co ncrete, in 
bo th high-rise and lo w, sprawling struc­ 
tures. 
No bo dy pro po ses to halt this gro wth. 
Pro bably no bo dy co uld if he were minded 
to try . Bnf there are so me co mplainers who 
allege that the new lo o k is sweeping to o 
clean. 
They argue that the rush to co nv ert tc 
glass and steel is destro y ing a lo t o f this 
co untry ’s architectural heritage. Already 
lo st to the wrecking ball in many co mmu­ 
nities are co untless landmarks—curio us if 
no t alway s handso me reminders o f o ur 
earlier histo ry . 
So metimes these changes o ccur witho ut a 
flicker o f pro test. On o ther o ccasio ns they 
are acco mpanied by much public hand- 
wringing. But o nly rarely is a building 
sav ed. 
The tro uble is, the cruel eco no mics o f 
urban space interv ene. With co mmunity 
tax es frequently o n the rise, o ld, o utmo ded 
structures canno t pull their weight in rev e­ 
nue returns. They beco me a co stly burden 
to their crwmers. The alternativ e o f a high- 
y ield apartment o r o ffice o r sto re seems ir­ 
resistible. 
To ask the co mmunities inv o lv ed to sav e 
the histo ric structures is usually to ask 
them to make an inv estment in histo ry —in 
city “ atmo sphere” —which they seldo m can 
affo rd. 
Generally they are in desperate 
need o f the tax rev enues fro m “ mo re pro ­ 
ductiv e” structures. 
Autho r Tho rnto n Wilder o nce described 
Euro pe as a “ great, aching museum.” After 
the ruin o f Wo rld War II, it, to o , to o k o n a 
“ mo dem face.” But Euro peans appear to 
hav e been much mo re interested than we in 
preserv ing their v isible histo ry . So metimes 
they hav e sav ed o ld buildings thro ugh pub­ 
lic subscriptio n. 
No t many Americans seem inclined to 
co py that practice. Tho ugh o ur histo ry is 
rich and ex citing, we do no t sav o r it as| 
so me o thers do theirs. 
Pro bably we are missing a great deal. 
The understanding gained fro m a kno wl­ 
edge o f the past is o bv io us. Bey o nd this, 
putting o urselv es firmly in the stream o f 
time adds measurably to o ur sense o f be­ 
lo nging. 
Reading o f the past is the big way . But 
there can be inco mparable benefit fo r many 
o f us in mo v ing abo ut in the presence o f 
histo ry , in being able to lo o k at buildings 
which hav e its stamp upo n them.

THE CABINET 


George 
W ashington's 
Cabinet 
consisted 
of 
five members, Thomas Jefferson, 
Secretary of 
State. 
Alex ander Hamilton, 
Secretary ' 
of 
the 
Treasury ’, Edmund Randolph, A ttorney General, 
General Henry Knox , Secretary of W ar, and Sam ­ 
uel Osgood, Postm aster General. There were no 
political parties at the outset and Cabinet m em ­ 
bers were advisors to the President as well as Ad­ 
m inistrative officials. 
Bv the time of the Eisenhower A dm inistration, 
the Cabinet had grown to IO members, in addition 
to a Secretary ’ of the Cabinet. Furtherm ore, the 
Vice President was given a seat at Cabinet m eet­ 
ings and the heads of various agencies were called 
in at specific session. A Cabinet m eeting took on 
the aspect of a large committee. 
During the Kennedy Adm inistration, the an­ 
nounced meetings of the Cabinet would indicate 
infrequent sessions. 
As the size and nature of government changed, 
the Cabinet took on different characteristics. For 
instance, Woodrow W ilson’s w ar advisors included 
such persons as Bernard Baruch, H erbert Hoover, 
•Col. House and others who were not members 
of his Cabinet at all but to whom were delegated 
authorities and responsibilities bey ond those of 
Caabinet officers. 
The N ational Security Council, in the Kennedy 
Adm inistration, consists of the President, the Vice 
president, the Secretary of State, the Secretary ’ 
of Defense, the Director of the Office of Civil and 
Defense Mobilization, the Special A ssistant to the 
President for N ational Security Affairs and the 
Deputy Special Assistant to the President for N a­ 
tional Security Affairs. As we are constantly con­ 
cerned with the problems of W’ar and peace, the 
heart of the government has been moving from 
the Cabinet to the N ational Security Council in 
both the Eisenhower and Kennedy A dm inistra­ 
tions. 
Similarly , whereas the Secretary of the T reas­ 
ury w’as, at the beginning of our government, the 
President’s advisor on fiscal and economic policy , 
the President, since 19 -16, has had a Council of 
Economic Advisors. Such a document as Alex ­ 
ander 
H am ilton’s 
“Report 
on 
M anufactures” 
would today come from the Economic Advisors. 
Statisticians m ust have more than num bers; they 
must have sense. Intelligence used to be provided 
by State, Army and Navy , but now’ is the function 
of the C entral Intelligence Agency which came 
into ex istence in 19 47. 
Even the newest of governm ental functions, 
the conquest of space, has been turned over to the 
N ational Aeronautics and Space Council which 
consists of the Vice President, the Secretary of 
State, the Secretary of Defense, the Chairm an of 
the Atomic Energy Commission and 
the 
Ad­ 
m inistrator 
of 
the National 
Aeronautics 
and 
Space Adm inistration. 
There are a large num ber of independent 
agencies which perform Adm inistrative or Ad­ 
m inistrative and Quasi-judicial functions simul­ 
taneously which do not report to any Cabinet 
officer. 
Thus the Cabinet has been relegated to a les­ 
ser position and its member* have become largely 
Adm inistrative functinaries whom the President 
consults concerning their particular offices but not 
concerning political or general policy . 
Tile change in attitude toward the Cabinet has 
this point of public significance. When Presidents 
relied upon their Cabinets thevpeople had a better 
idea as to where the President got his advice and 
information. It is true th at all Presidents have 
had private friends and close relatives who whis­ 
pered in their ears and whose advice, at times, 
might have been of value. Lincoln, it is know’n. not 
only disliked but distrusted some of the member's 
of his Cabinet. Franklin D. Roosevelt had little 
confidence in the judgm ent of his Secretaries of 
S tate and preferred to deal w ith other m em bers 
of the S tate D epartm ent. 
Nevertheless, the C abinet*was, in public, at 
any rate, the principal advisory group to the 
President. Every body knew who they were and 
there have been m any instances u’hen Cabinet 
members wore as distinguished or more dis­ 
tinguished than the President, as, for instance, 
the H arding Cabinet which contained such per­ 
sonalities as Charles E. Hughes. Andrew Mellon 
and H erbert Hoover. 
When a President ignores his Cabinet, he lay s 
himself open to the assumption that he is in the 
hands of secret advisors. 
The 
term. 
“Kitchen 
Cabinet,” ex presses tho public concern in such 
ex tra-curricular activities. It does not respect a 
Kitchen Cabinet or its members. We are not a 
secretive people and all forms of secrecy tend to 
breed ex traordinary and 
undue 
interest. 
Col. 
House’s activities in the Wilson Adm inistration 
stirred the imagination of citizens bey ond reason­ 
able truth. In the ey es of the public, the Cabinet 
remains a road-block against a President going 
wrong—although it has not alway s served this 
purpose.

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BULLDOZED HISTORY 
The cities and towns of America are not 
only spreading out, but their faces an? 
changing. They .are taking on a new look 
compounded of glass, steel and concrete, in 
both high-rise and low, sprawling struc­ 
tures. 
Nobody proposes to halt this growth. 
Probably nobody couJd if he w e re minded 
to try. Bnf there are some complainers who 
allege that the new look is sweeping too 
clean. 
They argue that the rush to convert to 
glass and steel is destroying a lot of this 
country’s architectural heritage. Already 
lost to the wrecking ball in many commu­ 
nities are countless landmarks—curious if 
not always handsome reminders of our 
earlier history. 
Sometimes these changes occur w ithout a 
flicker of protest. On other occasions they 
are accompanied by much public hand- 
wringing. But only rarely is a building 
saved. 
The trouble is, the cruel economics of 
urban space intervene. With community 
taxes frequently on the rte , old, outmoded 
structures cannot pull their weight in reve­ 
nue returns. They become a costly burden 
to their owners. The alternative of a high- 
vield apartment or office or store seems ir­ 
resistible. 
To ask the communities involved to save 
the historic structures is usually to ask 
them to make an investment in history—in 
city “atmosphere”—which they seldom can 
afford. Generally they are in desperate 
need of the tax revenues from “more pro­ 
ductive” structures. 
Author Thornton Wilder once described 
Europe as a “great, aching museum.” After 
the ruin of World W ar II, it, too. took on a 
“modem face.” But Europeans appear to 
have been much more interested than we in 
preserving their visible history. Sometimes 
they have saved old buildings through pub­ 
lic subscription. 
Not many Americans seem inclined to 
copy that practice. Though our history is 
rich and exciting, we do not savor it as 
some others do theirs. 
Probably we are missing a great deal. 
The understanding gained from a knowl­ 
edge of the past is obvious. Beyond this, 
putting ourselves firmly in the stream of 
time adds measurably to our sense of be­ 
longing. 
Reading of the past is the big way. But 
there can be incomparable benefit for many 
of us in moving about in the presence of 
history, in being able to look at buildings 
which have its stamp upon them.

George Washington's Cabinet consisted of 
five members, Thomas Jefferson, Secretary of 
State. Alexander Hamilton, Secretary of the 
Treasury’, Edmund Randolph, Attorney General, 
General Henry Knox, Secretary of War. and Sam­ 
uel Osgood. Postmaster General. There were no 
political parties at the outset and Cabinet mem­ 
bers were advisors to the President as well as Ad­ 
ministrative officials. 
By the time of the Eisenhower Administration. 
the Cabinet had grown to IO members, in addition 
to a Secretary- of the Cabinet. Furthermore, the 
Vice President was given a seat at Cabinet m eet­ 
ings and the heads of various agencies were called 
in at specific session. A Cabinet meeting took on 
the aspect of a large committee. 
During the Kennedy Administration, the an­ 
nounced meetings of the Cabinet would indicate 
infrequent sessions. 
As the size and nature of government changed, 
the Cabinet took on different characteristics. For 
instance, Woodrow Wilson’s war advisors included 
such persons as Barnard Baruch, Heibert Hoover. 
■Col House and others who were not members 
of his Cabinet at all but to whom were delegated 
authorities and responsibilities beyond those of 
Caabinet officers. 
The National Security Council, in the Kennedy 
Administration, consists of the President, the Vice 
President, the Secretary of State, the Secretary 
of Defense, the Director of the Oflice of Civil and 
Defense Mobilization, the Special Assistant to the 
President for National Security Affairs and the 
Deputy Special Assistant to the President for Na­ 
tional Security Affairs. As we are constantly con­ 
cerned with the problems of war and peace, the 
heart of the government has been moving from 
the Cabinet to the National Security Council in 
both the Eisenhower and Kennedy Administra­ 
tion!. 
Similarly, whereas the Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury was, at the beginning of our government, the 
President’s advisor on fiscal and economic policy. 
the President, since 19-16, has had a Council of 
Economic Advisors. Such a document as Alex­ 
ander 
Hamilton’s 
"Report 
on 
Manufactures" 
would today come from the Economic Advisors. 
Statisticians must have more than numbers; they 
must have sense. Intelligence used to be provided 
by State. Army and Navy, but now is the function 
of the Central Intelligence Agency which came j 
into existence in 1947. 
Even the newest of governmental functions, 
the conquest of space, has been turned over to the 
National Aeronautics and Space Council which 
consists of the Vice President, the Secretary of 
State, the .Secretary of Defense, the Chairman of 
the Atomic Energy Commission and 
the 
Ad­ 
ministrator of the National 
Aeronautic* and 
Space Administration. 
There are a large number of independent 
agencies which perform Administrative or Ad­ 
ministrative and Quasi-judicial functions simul­ 
taneously which do not report to any Cabinet 
officer. 
Thus the Cabinet has been relegated to a les­ 
ser position and its members have become largely 
Administrative functinaries whom the President 
consults concerning their particular offices but not 
concerning political or general policy. 
The change in attitude toward the Cabinet has 
thus point of public significance. When Presidents 
relied upon their Cabinets th#* people had a better 
idea as to where the President got his advice and 
information. It is true that all Presidents have 
had private friends and close relatives who whis­ 
pered in their ears and whose advice, at times, 
might have been of value. Lincoln, it is known, not 
only disliked but distrusted some of the members 
of his Cabinet Franklin D. Roosevelt had little 
confidence in the judgment of his Secretaries of 
State and preferred to deal with other member* 
of the State Department. 
Nevertheless, the Cabinet*was. in public, at 
any rate, the principal advisory group to the 
President. Everybody knew who they were and 
there have been many instances when Cabinet 
members were as distinguished or more dis­ 
tinguished than the President, as, for instance, 
the Harding Cabinet which contained such per­ 
sonalities as Charles E. Hughes, Andrew Mellon 
and Herbert Hoover. 
When a President ignores his Cabinet, he lays 
himself open to the assumption that he is in the 
hands of secret advisors. 
The term. "Kitchen 
Cabinet," expresses the public concern in such 
extra-curricular activities. It does not respect a 
Kitchen Cabinet or its members. We are not a 
secretive people and all forms of secrecv tend to 
breed extraordinary and undue interest. Col. 
House’s activities in the Wilson Administration 
stirred the imagination of citizens beyond reason­ 
able truth. In tile eyes of the public, the C abins 
remains a road-block against a President going 
wrong- although it has not always served this 
purpose.

Talks Resume 
In Bid to Avert 


Airlines Strike 


WASHINGTON 
(AP)—Secretary 
of Labor Arthur J . Goldberg got 
negotiators together again today 
in a final effort to avert an after­ 
noon flight engineers’ strike on 
Trans World Airlines. 
J oseph Suskiewidh, New York, 
a member of the engineers nego­ 
tiating team, said “ The strike is 
on unless we call it off.” 
Representatives of the airline 
and two unions—the Flight Engi­ 
neers and the Pilots Association 
—stay ed at the conference table 
Monday night until 
after mid­ 
night. Then Secretary of Labor 
Arthur J . Goldberg ordered a re­ 
cess so they could ‘‘do some more 
work separately .” 
No Progress 
Goldberg declined to say how' 
the talks were going but a spokes­ 
man for the flight engineers said. 
“ We made no progress — none 
whatsoever.” 
The main issue in the dispute, 
which has simmered and boiled 
since the airlines first began us­ 
ing jets, is whether a pilot or an 
engineer should fill the third seat 
in the cockpit. 
The flight engineers set 2 p.m. 
EDT today to start their walkout 
if mediation efforts fail. 
President Kennedy has warned 
the flight engineers not to strike 
but he has exhausted remedies 
availabl to him under the Rail­ 
way Labor Act which governs dis­ 
putes involving airlines personnel. 
As the government worked to 
stave oil a TWA walkout, a strike 
threat was made against another 
airline—American. 
THU Plans Strike 
The Transport Workers Union, 
AFL-CIO, announced in New York 
it plans a strike of 1 0 , 0 0 0 ground 
employ es 
against 
American 
at 
midnight Friday . 
The TWU, whose members work 
in maintenance, 
communications 
and storekeeping jobs, has been 
negotiating with American for sev­ 
eral months for a new contract. 
Kennedy Is expected to block 
this strike—at least temporarily — 
by invoking provisions of the Rail­ 
way Labor Act. Under the act, 
the strike can be delay ed a min­ 
imum of 60 day s while a presi­ 
dential fact-finding board studies 
the dispute and recommends set­ 
tlement terms.

Compromise Rule

WASHINGTON (AP)-The Ken­ 
nedy administration has rejected 
a proposed compromise on its 
embattled tax revision bill, sena­ 
tors said today .
